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A  VOICE  TO  THE  MARRIED.  '

INTIlODUCTIOJI.  i' 

**  O  happy  they !  the  happiest  of  their  kind !  I 

Whom  gentler  stars  unite ;  and  in  one  fate,  I 

Their  hearts,  their  fortunes,  and  their  beings  blend!”  !. 

Marriage  is  a  ilivine  institution — a  connection 
pointed  out  by  nature,  anti  sanctioned  by  Heaven. 

It  was  the  first  tie  that  ever  united  human  beings 
together.  Wlien  the  man  had  been  created  from 
the  dust  of  the  earth,  “  the  Lord  God  caused  a  j| 
deep  sleep  to  fall  upon  Ad.tm,  and  he  slept:  end 
he  took  one  of  his  ribs,  and  closed  up  the  flesh 
instead  thereof.  And  the  nb  which  the.  Lord 
God  had  taken  from  man,  made  he  a  woman,  and 
brought  her  unto  the  man.  And  Adam  said.  This ; 
is  now  bone  of  my  bones,  and  flesh  of  my  flesh  : 
she  shall  be  called  Woman,  because  she  was  ta¬ 
ken  out  of  man.  Therefore  shall  a  man  leave  his 
father  and  his  mother,  and  shall  cleave  unto  his  jj 
wife,  and  they  shall  be  one  flesh.”*  The  sane- [' 
tion  of  the  Old  Testameht  to  the  matriifioniah 
ties,  is  renewed  and  enforced  in  the  New.  That  | 
the  Saviour  looked  upon  marriage  as  an  instiiu- 1 
tion  designed  and  approbated  by  Heaven,  is  evi- 
dent  fiofu  his  reply  to  a  question  by  the  Phari^ 
sees,  respecting  divorcement — “  Have  ye  not  read,  ; 
that  he  which  made  them  at  the  beginning,  made;' 
them  male  and  female  ?”  And  after  repeating  the  'j 
above  quotation  from  Genesis,  he  adds — “  What,  H 
therefore,  God  hath  joined  together,  let  no  man  [j 
put  asunder.”t  The  plain  inference  from  thisj; 
language  is,  that  matrimony  is  a  union  instituted, 
consumma'ed  and  sealed  by  the  Supreme  Being;  [; 
and  hence  its  duties  and  obligations  are  of  the  ; 
most  sacred  and  binding  character,  and  can  not  be  !' 
violated  with  impunity.  |j 

The  words  recorded  by  Moses  respecting  the  i 
union  of  .\dam  and  Eve,  evidently  contain  a  gene- 
ral  com.'naiid  to  mankind,  to  imitate  the  example  j; 
of  their  original  parents  in  forming  the  intimate  I 
relationship  of  husband  and  wife.— “  Therefore 
shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and  his  mother,  and  jj 
shall  cleave  unto  his  wife,  ami  they  shall  be  one 
flesh.  ’  Human  nature,  and  indeed  all  animated 
nature,  is  so  constituted  that  every  living  creature  i ' 
desires  to  mingle  and  associate  with  others  of  its  !! ! 
own  species,  and  from  this  as.sociation  a  great ' 
amount  of  mutual  enjoyment  is  derived.  In  man-  jj  j 
kind  this  deeji-seatcd  principle  is  exhibited  in  the  ,j 
strong  attachments  which  exist  between  husbands  ' 
and  wives,  parents  and  offspring,  brothers  and  sis-  ij ' 
tors,  and  relatives  and  friends  in  general.  Now  ;  ’ 
the  scriptural  admonition  directs  that,  when  chil-  ' 
dren  grow  up  to  maturity  of  body — when  the  ties  ' 
which  bound  them  to  home  and  to  the  control  of  ' 
parents,  aie  to  some  extent  dissolved — when  the  I| ' 
affections  which  formerly  concentrated  in  the  cir-  ' 
cle  unjl-r  the  paternal  roof,  go  out  in  search  ofj: 
ad  ditional  objects  of  attraction — then  should  they  { 
select  one  from  among  the  multitude  around  them,  ;1 
who  shall  become  their  companion  for  life.  And  j 
upon  that  one,  they  arc  required  to  centre  the  j 
pure  and  rich  treasures  of  the  heart — with  that  ^ ' 
one  must  they  be  willing  to  journey  upon  the  i ' 
highway  of  life,  and  share  its  joy  and  sorrow,  its  ' 
prosperity  and  adversity — that  they  may  thus  fulfil  * 
the  designs  of  nature,  and  reap  all  the  advantages  j ' 
and  enjoyments  of  mutual  love,  mutual  sympathy, 
and  mutual  assistance.  The  experience  of  the  ;■  j 
world  proves  the  necessity  and  utility  of  this  unioo.^  * 
And  in  conformity  to  the  example  of  the  commoDji'

parent-s  of  our  race,  marriage,' oither  in  one  form 
or  another,  has  been  observe^  in  all  ages,  through¬ 
out  every  nation  and  tribe  on  the  earth. 

That  marriage  possesses  many  advantages  over 
a  state  of  celibacy,  is  a  position  so  evident,  it 
would  hardly  seem  possible  that  it  can  be  serious¬ 
ly  disputed.  True  it  is,  that  happiness  in  any 
circumstances,  ih  pends  much  upon  the  condition 
of  the  mind  and  the  affections;  but  these  and  all 
other  things  being  equal,  as  matrimony  is  the  most 
natural  state  fur  man,  so  it  necessarily  must  yield 
the  greatest  amount  of  enjoyment.  There  is  an 
inherent  desire  in  all  hninan  beiugs  to  possess 
some  associate,  some  intimate,  bosom  friend,  to 
whom  they  may  confule  all  the  various  emotions 
of  the  mind — with  whom  they  may  sympathise  in 
the  hour  of  gloom,  and  rejoice  in  seasons  of  pros¬ 
perity.  And  unless  this  intimate  rompanioii  is 
found,  the  soul  pines  iu  loncliiie.ss ;  the  fountain 
of  its  fine,  sympntlietic  emotions  becoinr s  stagnaut 
and  fro/.en,  and  its  possessor  is  deprived  of  all 
those  pure  pleasures  of  association,  which,  under 
other  ciicumslances,  would  have  gilded  the  path¬ 
way  of  life.  This  friend,  this  a.ssociaie,  this  com- 
panien,  is  obicined  in  the  husband  or  wife.  Mar¬ 
riage  furnishes  a  friend  for  counsel,  an  associate 
willing  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  burthens  of  mis¬ 
fortune,  and  a  companion  to  share  in  the  happi¬ 
ness  which  is  scattired  along  the  way  of  earthly 
existence.  All  experience  confirms  the  truth  of 
the  beautiful  language  of  the  poet: —

The  old  adage  is  literally  true,  that,  “without 
a  friend,  the  world  is  but  a  wilderness.”  A  hu¬ 
man  being  can  not  remain  disconnected  with  all 
others  of  his  race,  and  experience  the  full  amout:t 
of  .happiness  which  his  nature  is  capable  of  yield¬ 
ing.  In  the  circling  arch  of  human  society  and 
earthly  pleasure.s,  mat'imony  is  the  keif-stone, 
which  gives  stiengih,  permanency,  and  symmetry 
to  all  the  must  dear  and  sacred  rights  of  tiian. — 
Strike  out  that  key-stone — abolish  or  neglect  that 
sacred  instituiion — anti  the  whole  fabric  would 
fall  into  luiiis;  the  higher  and  nobler  pursuits  of 
civili/.ed  life  woulil  be  arrested  ;  the  pure  and  hea¬ 
venly  nature  with  which  onr  being  has  been  crown¬ 
ed  woulil  be  overwhe!m?d  by  the  lower  or  baser 
f'assioiis  of  the  budy.  anil  Man,  the  olfsprinn  of 
Diviiiiiy,  would  be  ilegi ailed  to  the  level  of  the 
brute ! 

Marriage  dcvelopes  onr  l.etfer  nature,  and 
brings  into  activity  many  v.  luable  principles  and 
characteristics,  whic.h  would  otherwise  remain  in- 
aciive  and  iinkiiown.  It  often  works  the  most 
sinking  and  pleasing  iraiisfoniiations.  How  fre¬ 
quently  does  it  ciiaiigc  the  sour,  ciusty,  selfish 
bariielor  into  the  kind,  afiectionatc.  assiduous  lius- 
band,  and  the  tender,  watchful,  smiliug  father! 
How  often  does  it  cause  those  who  were  careless 
and  inihfl'erent  in  legard  to  the  great  interests  of 
humanity,  to  become  Hw.ike  and  zealous  upon 
subjects  vitally  c-annecied  with  the  welfare  of  so 
ciety.  He  who  has  entered  the  marriage  stale — 
who  is  at  head  of  a  family — realizes  that  he 


has  something  of  importance  at  stake  in  the  world, 
ji  He  feels  an  immediate  and  powerful  interest  io 
religion,  in  literature,  in  the  arts  and  sciences,  in 
government  and  laws,  in  the  principles  of  civil 

i,  and  religious  liberty,  in  the  rights  of  man — in 
j  every  thing  that  can  have  any  influence  upon  the 
|.  welfare,  the  prosperity  and  peace  of  community, 
I'  and  of  that  family  in  whose  condition  be  is  so 
I'  deeply  interested. 

1]  Marriage  not  on'y  increases  our  usefulness,  but  it 
”  enlarges  our  enjoyments.  Who  does  not  know  that 
to  love,  and  be  loved  by,  proper  objects,  is  a  source 
of  high  pleasure  7  Hence  the  leciprocal  love  of 
[eompanioDS  and  offspring,  fnrnishe!  sources  of 
puie  exaUed,  angelic  hapiiiiiess,  which  none  can 
.  experience  hut  those  who  arc  pareuts  or  compa- 
!  nions.  Marriage  breaks  the  bars  of  selfishness, 
and  becomes  a  spur  to  all  the  active  duties  of  lilt. 
Our  own  personal  wants  no  longer  cont:aue*'To 
mono|)olize  all  our  attention,  no  longer  form  the 
line  which  bounds  the  sphere  of  our  exertions. 
Onr  existence,  our  prosperity,  our  happiness,  be- 
ij  come  merged,  in  that  of  others.  We  are  stimu¬ 
lated  to  activity,  industry  and  vigilance  in  the 
t>  avocation  to  which  our  attention  is  turned,  that 
we  may  experience  the  pure  pleasure  of  contri¬ 
buting  to  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of  those  near 
l|  to  our  hearts.  This  desire  to  benefit  those  con¬ 
nected  with  us,  when  once  it  reigns  triuniphanc 
ill  the  soul,  heenmes  a  deep,  holy,  undying  prin- 
|  Ciple  of  action.  I  speak  from  the  lessons  of  ex- 
pericnce,  when  I  declare  that  an  ardent  desire  to 
impart  aid.  and  enjoyment,  and  peace,  to  those 
I,  who  possess  our  heart’s  deep  aflections,  and  who 
ji  are  more  or  less  dependent  upon  us,  will  make  us 
j  willing  to  toil  and  labor — will  stimulate  us  to  ex-- 
j  ertions  and  nerve  us  up  to  efforts,  from  which  io 
Ij-olher  circumstances,  we  shouldehriuk  io  dismay  !

We  felt  ourselves , 
uniler  our  Creator's  protection  in  all  things  ;  had  j 
full  confidence  that  he  would  work  all  things  ul¬ 
timately  for  our  benefit,  and  his  honor  and  glory. 

I  often  expressed  to  my  Partialist  friends,  that  my 
faith  in  my  Creator  was  a  perfect  anchor  ;  that  in 
him  I  was  never  disappointed.
